Allowable Subject Matter 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The applicant's 
amendment to independent claim 1,21, 27, 52, 54 and 57 overcome the examiner's rejection 
and overcome the prior art of records. The Gaim prior art fails to provide a teaching of having 
a model comprised of a first material and at least one skull suture comprising of a second 
material and where the second material have an echogenicity that is substantially lower than of 
said first material. Furthermore, none of the prior art of record provide any motivation and 
teaching that can be used to modify or manipulate the echogenicity of the first and second 
materials. Newly added claim 59 is also deemed to be allowable since it incorporate the same 
patentable feature.
